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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the Amendment to Application # 09/315,621 filed on May 
1 8, 201 1 in which claims 1 -8, 13, 16, and 1 8-20 were amended and claims 1 4 and 21 - 
22 were canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -1 3 and 1 5-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 16, and 19: 

The prior art discloses a system and method for conditionally recording an audio 
conversation relating to a user's financial account and associating the recorded 
conversation with the user's account records. 

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest that the condition used to determine if 
the conversation is recorded is based on an amount of money associated with the 
financial account exceeding a selected amount. Although other conditions for recording 
are known in the prior art, the Examiner could find no teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to record the conversation only when the amount of money associated with 
the account exceeded a specified threshold. 

Further, the Examiner notes that the claim amendments during the interview 
dated May 18, 201 1 vary slightly from the allowed claim. However, the differences 
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between the allowed claim and the proposed amendment are trivial and do not affect 
patentability. The novelty of the invention is embodied in portions of the claim that 
remain the same in both the allowed and the proposed claim. 
Thus, claims 1,16, and 1 9 are allowable. 

Claims 1-13, 15, 17-18, and 20: 

The claims are dependent upon Claims 1,16, and 1 9, respectively, and are thus 
allowable.
